Mill‘onaire sportsmen have 
able to get discriminatory laws 
passed about the conservation 
of fish, while the U. S. Navy is 
lestroying thousands of tons of 


fish by their bombing maneuvers 
on the fishing banks of Southern 
‘alifornia, 

The oil tankers coming to the 
various ports steam and clean 
their tanks when nearing Coro- 
nado Islands, leaving a large 
streak of oil on the surface of 
the ocean, damaging the fishing 
o such an extent that now the 
most prolific fishing grounds of 
the world are practically des- 
troved, Some of the Boat Own- 
ers are raising the shares. on 
their boats, thus breaking their 
agreements with the Fishermen's 
und Cannery Workers Industrial 
Union. Rich packers and own- 
‘rs are threatening the gains re 
cently won by the Sardine fisher- 
men in their recent strike. The 
Fishermen’s and Cannery Work- 


ers Industrial Union is oreaniz- 
ing more strongiy to combat 
these robbery methods and to 
win better conditions in the

DAYTON. Tenn., Dee. 21.—After months and even years of 
unemployment, 2,000 hungry and helpless workers crowded this 
little town made famous by the Bryan ‘monkey trial’, led by the 
CWA officials to believe they would be given work, to learn that 
only 299 “jobs” existed for the entire lot. 

On top of that bitter disappointment the destitute men learned 
that the bulk of what jobs that really existed had been passed out 
by corrupt CWA officials to their friends. Although lacking pro- 
per leadership, the workers forced the county CWA superintendent 
and his wife who had been placed on the payroll at $75 per month 
to leave the town. The sheriff was afraid to make any arrests

Three said 
ves and seven said no. The 
three that said ves were ta- 
ken away and the rest of us 
were charged with vagrancy. 


Given 90 Days 

I squawked~ a-plenty 
told them that I had a 
newsboy and gave my address. 
I was told to shut up. We 
were given a chance to change 
our minds and alk of them 
did but Manuel, a Mexican 
boy, and myself. Manuel and 
I were given thirty days. I 
cursed the cops and the Judge 
and got my sentence changed 
to ninety days. 

I was never in jail 
and I feund that it was 
worst joint that I had 
been in. Worse than a_ flop- 
house. They take particular 
care to make it bad enough 
that vou are damn glad to 
set out. 

I had been in the jug 
thirty days when a guy that 
looked like a cop. but didn’t 
wear a uniform, came in and 
told me about the Reforesta- 
tion Camps. He said that 
they paid a dollar a day for 
six hours of easy work and 
furnished swell food and good 
quarters. Plenty of games 
and recreation after hours. 

Sounded pretty good after 
a month in jail so I finally 
decided to go. Next day I 
Was sent to camp number 10 
near Newhall. 

The food wasn’t as bad as 
the jail slop but the pretty 
story about the six hours of 
easy work was a damn _ lie. 
We were divided into squads 
and the bosses or the army 
officers wonld say, “Grab sho- 
vels’’, to one squad and “Grab 
picks’, to another, “Grab 
wheel - barrows” to another 
Then they would work the 
pants off us all day.
